Buffalo Bill has secured the consent 
of the Government and will, within a 
few days, start for Europe with the 
hostile Sioux now held at Fort Sheri- 
dan. They are to make a part of bis 
Wild West show. He will make up a 
party of 100 ludians from those on the 
reservation. . 


Tyler’s Reply to Tupper. 

Toronto March ~13.—A 
special dispatch from London to the 
Globe says: Sir Henry Tyler publishes 
a long reply to Tupper’s charges. He 
shows how, on February 25, Sir Charles 
had a long interview with General 
Manager Sargeant of the Grand Trunk 
and warmly appealed for support of 
the company in the present emergency, 
promising in return that if the govern- 
ment was sustained the company 
should have the fullest and most 
friendly support from the government 
when required. Because this appeal 
was refused Tupper turned round to 
smite the company with bitter invec- 
tive. The only politics the company 
have in Canada are the interests of the 
Grand Trunk. 


A New Road to Mexico. 

Strver City (N. M.,) March 13.— 
The organization of the Mexican Rail- 
way Development Company, which 
bolds valuable concessions from the 
Mexican government, has been com- 
pleted, and active operations have 
already been commenced on the Chi- 
buahua and Guerrero line. The line 
will eventually be extended from Dem- 
ing to Salt Lake City. The total 
length of the system, when completed, 
will be 2000 miles. 


Murdered by a Drunkard. 

CLEVELAND, (O.,) March 13.—A fe- 
rocious murder was committed at Cald- 
well, Noble county, last night. Elmer 
Johnson, while intoxicated, went to 
the store of Joseph Graham. Mrs. Gra- 
ham was in the store and ordered 
Johnson away. Johnson stabbed and 
killed her. Mock Thorla interfered, 
and Johnson stabbed him three times, 
inflicting serious wounds. 


Murdered and Mangled. 

DENVER (Colo.,) March 13.—The 
frightfully mangled body of a China- 
man was found this morning in a 
small cabin on a little farm on the 
Platt River bottoms. He was a mar- 
ket gardener and he supplied his fellow- 
Celestials with vegetabies. Themotive 
for the murder was probably robbery.

Denver Has no Mayor.

The Irish Leader ‘Again in 
Her Toils. | 


Neglecting Duty in the Commons for 
the Society of Mrs. O'Shea. 


His Friends Admit that This Last 
Break Has Rained Him, 


Gladstone Reorganizing the Liberals 
and Preparing to Champion the 
Home Rule Cause—Parnell’s 
Latest Manifesto.

Lonpon, March 13.—{By Cable and 
Associated l’ress.} Parnell’s absence 
from the House of Commons during 
Baifour’s speeeh on the distress in Ire- 
land, bas caused intense surprise. l’ar- 
nell mysteriously Vanished on Wednes- 
day. Itis learned that he traveled to 
Brighton aad stayed at Walsingham 
with Mrs. O'Shea. He remained se- 
creted until 6 o’clock tonight, when he 
appeared in the Commons, but after 
two bours returned to Brighton. A 
messenger boy has called at the Com- 
mons daily for Parnell’s letters, and in 
reply to inquiries declared that Mrs. 
O’Shea sent him. Even the friends of 
Parnell declare that his continued 
neglect of Ireland will completely ruin 
his cause. 


HIS OPPONENTS HOPEFUL. 
Gladstone Will Champion the Home 
Rule Cause in Parliament. 

Lonpon, March 13.—{Copyright, 
1891, by the New York Associated 
Press.) Gladstone has been in con- 
sultation with Morley, Harcourt and 
Trevelyan op the scope of the Liberal 
electoral platform, and is preparing tb 
announce it at Hastings. It is learned 
that bome rule, with a definite exposi- 
tion of the question of Irish represen- 
tation in the imperial Parliament, land 
and police relations to Irish govern- 
ment, continues to hold the front 


rank. The Liberal leaders have 
been fortified with a determination to

TEACHERS’ INSTITUTE. 


The Closing Session Yesterday— 
Resolutions Adopted. 

The Los Angeles County ‘Teachers’ In- 
stitue held its closing session yesterday 
morning at the High school building. 

The early part of the session was devoted 
by Superintendent Seaman to answering 
questions relative to the details of school 
mavagement and the methods of keeping 
school records, etc. 

Then followed an excellent paper on 
Arbor day by ©. E. Jones of Alhambra, 
who spoke at some length, and in conclu- 
sion toid of what the school children had ac- 
complished by the observance of Arbor day 
in some places, and indicated the good re- 
sults to be derived from the observance of 
Arbor day in all the schools of California. 

The question box was then opened, and 
developed numerous questions on geog- 
raphy, which called Prof. Frye to the plat- 
form. He was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause, which evinced that he had won 

e hearts of his colleagues by his varnest- 
ness, and the simplicity and common sense 
of the methods of teaching which he advyo- 
cated. Prof. Frye will next speak before 
the State institute at San Diego, after 
which he journeys to Portland, Or. 

After answering a number of questions on 

geography, Prof. Frye gave way tothe 
Committee on Resolutions, which presented 
its report, thanking those who had taken 
part in the institute for their services; re- 
turning thanks to the county and city 
buards of education, Superintendent Sea- 
mau, and the press for courtesies extended, 
and favoring an educational department in 
the California exhibit at the World’s Fair 
at Chicago, and pledging Los Angeles 
county to do its part in establishing such an 
exhibit. The report concluded as follows: 

WHEREAS, the State teachers’ institute 
has been secured for two successive years 
for Southern California; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that a sense of pride in South- 
ern California, of courtesy to a neighboring 
county, as w as the maintenance of the 
already high professional reputatien of Los 
Angeles city and county, demand that all 
the teachers of this institute secure mem- 
bership tickets of the State association of 
California before leaving this assembly; 
and that next week they should meet, as far 
as Freer in a body at San Diego. 

ese resolutions haying been passed, the 
institute adjourned. 
bout a hundred teachers from this 
county will attend the State institute, 
which begins next Tuesday at San Diego. 
The San Diegans have made every effort to 
have this meeting a success, and an attrac- 
tive programme has been prepared. —

Second Day of the Crumb 
‘Adultery Trial. 


SOME NEW DEVELOPMENTS. 


A Plain Case Made Out by the 
People—Witnesses Examined 
for the Defense—Gen- 
eral Court Notes. 


In Department One of the  Bepatter Court 
yesterday, the Crumb adultery trial proved 
to be an attraction strong enough to.draw a, 
crowded house. During the entire day the | 
lobby was crowded with auditors, who lis- 
tened attentively to all of the racy testi- 
mony that was elicited. —— 

The proceedings were not enlivened by 
those little episodes in which the presiding 
judge and the attorneys were the partici- 
pants, as on the day previous, Despite this 
there were some interesting developments. 

The first witness was G. W. Swope, an 
employé of the Cable Street-railway Com- 


pany. He knew Crumb and had been in- 


troduced by him to Mrs, Crumb as his wife. 
He had lived next door to them and knew 
that they lived together and had three 
children, 

Minnie Bright, a Spring-street lodging- 
housekeeper, swore that Nannie Calvert 
had rented a room from her in January 
last. She had seen the defendant call sev- 
eral times upon her, bus had never seen him 
in her room. 

Mrs. Sarah M. Morgan’s testimony, how- 
ever, went a little*further, She kept a 
lodging-house at No, 744 South Spring 
street. On the 3dof January last, Crumb 
rented a room of her and staid in it a week 
with Nannie Calvert, whom he had intro- 
duced as his wife. They were very loving, 
and she had frequently heard Crumb and 
Mrs. Calvert talking together in the room. 
On one occasion she had jooked through a 
window which opened into their room and 
saw Crumb and Mrs. Calvert occupying the 
game couch. In reply to a question as to 
how much baggage the couple had when 
they came to her house, Mrs. Morgan said 
that all she saw was a revolver and 4 pair 
tockings.

At the afternvon session Mrs. M. F 
Brown, a Santa Monica lodging-house 
keeper, testified that Crumb rented a room 
of heron the night of December 31 last, 
when the firemen gave a ball at Santa 
Monica. She did not see Mrs. Calvert iu 
the room but she did see her at the ball. 

By George A. Crumb, a brother of the de- 
fendant, an endeavor Was made to prove the 
marriage of William Crumb to Kate Swan- 
son, the neglected and deserted wife. 
Crumb, however, was an unwilling witness. 
He endeavored to save his. brother all he 
could, He swore that before he removed to 
California he had lived with his father near 
Detroit, Dickinson county, Kansas. He 
lived there in 1878, and knew Kate Swanson 
at that time. He could not swear whether or 
not his brother ever had been married. He 
never had heard him address any woman 
as his wife. He remembered of his brother 
bringing Kate Swanson to his father’s house, 
and also remembered that thereafter she 
was known as Kate Crumb, and referred to 
as his brother’ 8 wife. 

Brotiier’ George swore that he did not 
know whether his brother had had any 
children or not, and then inthe very next 
breath he admitted that he knew of his 
having two children, but he still adhered to 
his statemént that he did not know of his 
ever being married. 

Harry Richmond testified that one even- 
ing in the latter part of November last he 
had seen Mr. and Mrs, Calyert and Crumb 
at a dance on Seventh street. It was after 
12 o’clock, midnight, and Crumb’s friends 
asked him to go home with them. Crumb 
replied that he was going to get Calvert 
drunk, and thatthen he was going home 
with his wife. 

The defense endeavored to prove that 
Richmond was biased and prejudiced 

against Crumb, Te that on Thurs- 
day he had told Ralph Dominguez in the 
courtroom that Crumb was going to be con- 
victed, and that he ought to be. 

Richmond denied ever havi talked to 
Dominguez, and said that he did not know 
him. Mr. Appel tried to pin him down, 

“Is it not true,” said the barrister, ad- 
dressing the witness, “that you laid around 
this courtroom ——’ 

“Mr. Appel,” said the Judge from the 
bench, “i want you to understand, sir, that 
the Court will not permit the use of such 
lan uage.”’

He had known 
them for nearly two years. 

George A. Crumb, the brother, was re- 
called. At tbis juncture the injnred Mrs. 
Crumb entered the courtroom. She isa 

r, faded little woman, whose appearance 

ndicates thatatsome day she was quite 

pretty. .She took a seat by the side of! the 
prosecuting attorney. 

Crumb again denied that upon the day 
that his brother and Kate Swanson were 
married that he had congratulated them. 

‘This closed the case for the people, and 
the defense commenced the introduction of 
testimony. 

hk. J. Dominguez swore that on Thursday 
afternoon the witness Richmond had told 
him in the courtroom that Crumb was 
guilty, and that he would like to see him 
punished. 

John Riley, a member of the Park Hose 
Company swore that during January, 
Crumb, who was a caliman, had been at the 
hose house on several evenings between 8 
and 11 o’ciocR, wnen he is alleged to have 
been with Mrs. Calvert, 

RK. H. V. Sinden, who has acquired pre- 
ohan notoriety in court, gave testimony as 
to the location of the window, and the fur- 
niture in the room in Mrs, Morgan’s lodg- 
ing-house where Crumb and Mrs. Calvert 
stayed fora week, The object of the testi- 
mopy was tosbow that it was impossible 
for Mrs. Morgan to have peered through 
the window and Be have seen who oecupied 
the bed in the room.

THE ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


A Number of Interesting Papers 
Read—Judge Widney onthe 
Financial Situation—Ban- 
quet at Redondo. 


By 10 o’clock yesterday morning quite a 
number ofthe members of the bankers’ 


sonvention had gathcred in the assembly- 


room at the Chamber ef Commerce, and at 


10:80 o'clock, when Chairman Spence took 


the chair and cailed the body to order there 
were but few absentees. P 

The chairman at once called for the re- 
port of the committee appointed to nomi- 
nate officers for the coming year, but there 
was some delay, and while waiting for the 
committee to come forward, A. D. Childress 
pffered the folldwing resolution: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of this 
of the N Canal Bill.” 

Mr. Childress explained that it was im- 
portant tbat action should be taken at once, 
po that it could be sent to Congress by the 
secretary, in order to have it considered at 
the next session 

Judge R. M. Widney proposed the follow- 
ing, in lieu of the resolution offered ty Mr. 
Childress: 

“Resolved, it is the judgment of this con- 
vention that the construction of the Nicar- 
augua canal would be in the interests of 
the whole people of this Coast, as well as 
of the United States; we therefore request 
the Congress to enact such legislation for 
the construction thereof as will procure 
euch construction.” 

The resolution as presented by Judge 
Widney was adopted. 

THE MORTGAGE TAX, 

Mr. Beckwith of Sacramento moved that 
the mortgage tax question be taken up at 
the next regular meeting. He explained 
that it was too late to accomplish anything 
at this time, as the Lagislature will adjourn 
in afew days. He wanted every one, how- 
ever, to think the matter over. 

Chairman Spence remarked that there 
was an insane idea among the public that 
the bankers’ interests and those of the peo- 
ple are antagonistic, and he did not think 
that any recommendation by them would 
have any effect on the Legislature. 

Mr. Lankershim thought that the law had 
been shown to be a failure in practice, as it 
did not remedy the evils that it was sup- 
posed it would. He therefore wanted the 
matter taken up and passed upon now.

JUDGE WIDNEY’S ADDRESS. 
Judge R. M. Widney then took the floor, 
ond introduced the following resolution: 
“Resolved, that this convention respect- 
fully request Congress at its next session to 
devise a uniform money system for the peo- 
le of the United States, with the gold dol- 
ar as thestandard or unit of value; using 
gold, silver and currency for a circulating 
medium, in a sufficient volume tofuily meet 
and keep pace with the growing wants of 
the business of the country; founding the 
issue of currency upon the wealth of the 
whole nation; making gold, silverand cur- 
reucy a legal tender, aud exchangeable at 
‘par on demand, and fixing by a constitu- 

tional amwendment the legality of such a 

medium, and preventing the 

dangers of inflation, contraction, repudia- 

tion, or change in the standard of values.” 
Judge Widney addressed the conven- 
tion at length in support of the reso- 
lution, reading from wanuscript. The 
judge explained his views on finance In de- 
tail, giving facts and figures in support of 
_his position, and in line with the resolution 
presented. Asa remedy for existing evils 
the judge advocated a national system, 
upon a constitutional amendment, 
ae what shall constitute the circu- 
lating medium, fixing its volume, establish- 
ing ove standard of value, and vesting in 
Congress authority to issue such money, 
making it a legal tender, and backing it 
with the wealth, power and resources of the 
Nation, making it exchangable for gold at 
ratany time. An amendment about as 

llows, he said, would cover the ground: 

Section 1. A national currency circulat- 
ing medium shall be issued to the amount 
of $20 per capita, as shown by the census of 
1890, aud by each succeeding census, for the 
proper redemption of which when required, 
the resources, the property and the faith of 
the Nation are pledged; for which redemp- 
tion, Congress, by a two-thirds vote of each 
house, may provide for the collection of 
Government revenues and taxes in gold or 
silver coin. 

Sec. 2. Said currency, with gold and 
silver coin of the United States of present 
weight and fineness, the gold dollar being 
the standard or unitof values,and such 
notes as may be issued in lieu of goid or 
silver coin and bullion, held exclusively for 
the redemption thereof, shall constitute the 
only legal money of these United States, 
and shall be received at par in satisfaction 
of all obligations for the payment of money 
within the jurisdiction of. the United States. 
Said gold and silver coin and curreacy 
shall be exchangeable at par value, 

Sec. 3. Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legislation, 
but shal] have no power to increase or de- 
crease said issue, provided that after the 
issue of 1900, Cengress may, by a two-thirds 
vote of each house, reduce the rate of any 
further issue per capita from time to time. 

This amendment, underlying our national 
system of finances, would give us the best 
foundation and safeguards ever yet adopted 
by apy nation.

This is 3cents on the $l of our national 
wealth, and 13¢ cents on the $1 for our vol- 
ume of business. But if you deduct from the 
resent volume, the bank, the United States 
Ire’ sury, and State and city tax reserves, 
there will be left for active business work, 
1 cent on the dollar of our national wealth; 
4¢ cent on the dollar for our volume of busi- 
ness. If yon still further confine the money 
to gold and silver it gives for active Work 
about cent on our national wealth, and 
about 4s cent per dollar for our volume of 
business. 

It lies in the power of Congress to make 
this the banking nation of the world. But 
to do this our volume of money must 80 
increased that we have ample reserves at 
the proper places, and a free volume of 
money for our use and to spare in loans to 
other nations. 

Today we are tributary financially to for- 
eign nations, over $50,000,000 per year is 
paid out as interest and profit to foreign- 
ers forthe use of their money, of which 
over $1,500,000,000 is in use in the United 
States ;ourown money is not enough so lon 
as we are compelled to get this foreign aid. 
The financiers of other vations are calling 
inallthe goldthey can get. France, Ger- 
many, Russia, Austria-Hungary, England. 
The South American vations and others are 
striving each to increase its volume of 
gold reserves. 

England is critically suffering in the con- 
test, and our own financiers forecast a 
heavy drain on our gold to meetthe bal- 
ance of trade this year. It is in view of 
such facts as 1h vecited in this address that 
Secretary Windom said in his last speech 
of an increase in our money these warning 
words, “Could such a medium be secured, 
the grave commercial disaster which threat- 
ens our future might be averted, had it not 
been for the peculiar conditions which en- 
ables the United States Treasury to dis- 
burse over $75,000,000 in two and a_ haif 
months last fall, the stringency would have 
cesulted in wide-spread financial ruin.” 

Senator Sherman said in his recent 
speech-'I beileve a majority of the Senate 
desire, first, to provide an increase of money 
to meet the increasing wants of our rap- 
idly growing country and population, and 
tosupply the reduction in our circulation 
caused by the retiring of national bank 
notes,”’ 

Senator Sherman recently said in a Jetter 
to me on this subject, “I willido allin my 
power to secure the very best possible finan- 
cial legislation by Congress.” 

CONSTITUTIONAL DANGER. 

One of the greatest dangers in our pres- 
ent law, is the doubtas tu the constitutional 
power of Congress to make paper money a 
legal tender. 

The United States Supreme Court first 
decided by five justices to three that Con- 

ress had no power to make paper money a 

egal tender, Chief Justice Chase rendering 
the opinion, 

One of the five resigned. Congress in- 
creased the number of justices from eight 
to nine, The two vacancies were filled by 
men who joining the opinion of the minor- 
ity those Leld thatas a war measure Con- 
gress had power to make paper mouey a le- 
gai tender. 

This decision stood, five justices to four. 
Three more of the four have died, ani their 
places have been filled by those who believe 
in this power, and in its latest decision our 
Uuited States Supreme Court holas, by 
eight to one, that Congress can make any- 
thing, in any quantity, a legaltender. In 
other words, the doors are thrown wide open 
to inflation of the worst form, Even now, 
are proposed measures that have no limit to 
currency issue. A future administration 
and Supreme Court could over-rule the 
above decisiun and hold that the whole cur- 
rency issued was unconstitutional and void, 
and was notevenaciaim even against the 
Nation. 

Three dangers are at the very root of our 
financial Jaws, ruinous inflation, constitu- 
tional repudiation and a threatened change 
of the goid dollar as the measure of values, 

A safe monetary system is one of the es- 
seutial elements of the prosperity of this Na- 
tion. It muststand before the people of 
this and other nations, founded upon and 

uarded by constitutional power, protecting 

t from the changes of inflation, contraction, 
a orchange of the standard of 
values and pledging the faith and resources 
of the Nation asthe power and will of the 
Nation to exchange gold, silver and cur- 
reney at par on demand. 

With such a circulating medium, suffi- 
clentin volume to meet the present and 
growing wants of the Nation, wisely ad- 
ministered by act of Congress, for the bene- 
fitof the people, we would enter upon a 
period of prosperity, development and 
safety never heretofore attained, one in 
which financial storms would seldom occur 
and which storms could be safely handled 
from the great reserve that should lie idle 
in the United States Treasury to meet local 
demands, here at one time, there at another. 

The legislation is possibile and probable. 

Congress and the ple are discussing 
and investigating and seeking for the best 
method. Notwithstanding all that is said 
to the contrary, honesty iu the minds of our 
Congressinen on this 8 is the upper- 
most thought. But they look to the bank- 
ers and financiers for facts and suggestions 
and knowledge. if they will receive it, 
they will act upon it. 

With these facts and views before me I 
present the resolution om this subject, as 
expressive of the views of the bankers at 
this convention on the subject. As such it 
will meet with a warm and welcome recep- 
tion from our a in Congress, and 
will be carefully considered by them in 
molding the financial laws of the Nation. 

The reading of Judge Widney’s address 
occupied an hour and a half, and on its con- 
clusion the convention took a recess until 1 
o’clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. i 
At1:150’clock Chairman Spence calléd 
the convention to order. 

The first order of business was the read- 
ing of a paper by the secretary, George H. 
Stewart, written by A. L. Seligman, upon 
the topic of “Protection Afforded Banks by 
Coéperation.” 

‘There were several verbal comments and 
criticisms indulged in by members of the 
convention, sustaining the views contained 
in the paper and generally outlining the 
policy of doing business the various 
banks of the State. 

SAVINGS BANKS AND THEIR MISSION. 

The next in order was the reading ofa 
paper upon “Savings Banks,” by J. R. 
Lavkershim. Mesaid: 

The savings bank is comparatively a 
modern institution. it has only existed 


since the beginning of the present century 


and the remarkable growth has been during 
the last fifty years. ‘Though originating in 
Europe, they have been su improved upon 
in the United States that we shall confine 
our observations to the banks here, more es- 
pecially as foreign banks generally embrace 
within their business all the features of 
banking, paying interest on deposits, loan- 
ing on real estate, as well as doing a com- 
mercial busimess. With us the savings 
banks have developed their remarkabie in- 
fluenee because their policy has been so 
clearly defined and their business entirely 
separated from commercial banks. ..., 
‘he idea to which | wish to call your at- 
tention is the bank asa financial educator. 
We are ali familiar with the old story, 
of bank that don’t make mis- 
takes, yet while this is hardly possibie 
yet a bigh standard should be the motto of 
severy bank, both for its own sake and for 
its customers, for the business man regards 
his bank-book as his chart to guide him 
through all financial storms. Especially is 
the savings bank the educctor of the peo- 
ple. Our mission is to teach the great mass 
of the peopte that the foundation of wealh 
and independence is the saving of small 
sums. None 60 but hecan havea bank 
account, Once leta young man bégin to 
save money apd you notice an improve- 
ment. One by one his bad habits disappear: 
he no longer takes an occasional drink; his 
step is firmer and his appearance better. 
The good effects of savings banks extend 
beyond the individual assiating in.business

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and in building up their commun- 
ity. Look at the eastern manufacturing 
towns. Their prosperity and savings banks 
seem to go bandin band; so much is this 
the case that for a long time it was supposed 
that savings banks could not exist outside 
of manufacturing towns; but we now see 
them prosperous in farming and many other 
communities. There is very little doubt 
that the prosperity of San Francisco is due 
largely to the amount of capital, nearly one 
hundred millions, in her savings bauks, 
avaiiableat all times for every legitimate 
business. In that city the deposits of com- 
paratively poor peopie have reduced the rate 
of money and made it comparatively plenti- 
ful in the whole State. 

The Bankers’ Union, such as we are now 
forming, has been a power in other States 
for years, and we should avail ourselves of 
its benefits in a community like California. 
While our banks today are considered in 
the front rank in the United States, 
yet our methods in many respects are 
crude and behind times. itis not enough 
that we lock our safe doors, put our hands 
in our pockets and say the banking institu- 
tions are solid. We ali know that. But 
what of our undeveloped lands and mines? 
W here are the manufactories that we should 
have, and where are the fleets that shouid 
carry our commerce to earth’s remotest 
beunds? Theée are questions thet we should 
answer, and problems that 1 hope our Union 
will aid us in solving. 

“TAXATION OF MORTGAGES.”” 

The next was a paper on the subject of 
“Taxation of Mortgages,” which was writ- 
ten by John Milner. It is as follows: 

Inasmuch as banking deais directly with 
the fiuances of the public, everything which 
pertains toorhas the power to affect or 
modify the public finance, becomee of great 
importanceto the banker. It is for. this 
reason that the question of the taxation of 
mortgages becomes worthy of the considera- 
tion of an assemblage of bankers. 

I cannot be expected to say anything new 
upon the subject, and I assure you that in 
this regard you shall not be disappointed. 
The policy, or the impolicy, of subjecting 
the irterest of the mortagee in lands to tax- 
ation was elaborately argued in that me- 
morabie contest, which, in 1879, led to the 
adoption of the new constitution. It is, 
therefore, no jonger a question to be argued 
whether it shail be adupted or not, for the 
result of that contest must be accepted. . .. 

Itisa fundamental maxim that the ratio 
between supply and demand will regulate 
the value of an article, aud the value of the 
use of money is no exception to this rule, 
Let the supply of money be greater than the 
demand, and the price for its use will be 
low. On the other hand, let circumstances 
so effect the supply thatit is much less than 
the demand, and the rate of interest, which 
is equivalent to the price for its use, will be 


high. 

it is one of the purposes of this article to 
call attention to the futility of any law 
passed by any legisiature to seriously 
alter, change or affect this fundamental law 
of political economy. You canuot legislate 
value into anything, norcan you, by simply 
enrolling a statute upon the statute bouks 
of our country, overcome the established 
laws of trade and finance. ‘This is abund- 
antly testified to by the operation of the 
law in question, for men will lend money 
with reference to the amount of interest 
which they will obtain therefor, and if the 
Legislature adds any penalty, the lender sim- 
ply protects himseif against it by throwing 
the imposition of the penalty upon the bor- 
rower. Socustomary has this become that 
now no borrower in this State negotiates 
for money without ascertaining what the 
amount of interest wili be gross and what 
- will be net. It bas crystalized into cus- 


m. 

As 1 have before stated, the very object 
of the calling of the new constitution was 
the passage of this measure, and it was 
strongly maintaiaed on bebalf of its cham- 
pions that it was passed for the very benefit 
of the borrowers, the laborers and the farm- 
ers. In the ten years which have elapsed 
since the adoption of that constitution the 
futility of the provision to accomplish the 
end sought for has been manifested each 
succeeding year and the act has not benefited 
any of the persons for whom it was de- 
signed; on the contrary, it has been a dis- 
advantageto them. ... 

Another means by which this provision 
of the constitution works to the disadvan- 
tage of tie borrower isthe prevention that 
it puts upon the introduction of foreign 
capital. Iherecan be no doubt but that 


the people seeme to have lost 
their baiance. In all States where 
legislation of this character has 


been enacted it has been repealed, when 
the effects have had ample time operate. 
This isso well-known to capitalists that 
many do not desire to introduce their capi- 
tal into this State whose legislation is shown 
to be dominated by a sentiment antagonistic 
to capital. Of course it goes without saying 
that au abundance of capital is one of the 
greatest means of advancing the prosperity 
of, especially, Dew countries, and whatever 
tends to hinder or impede the easy ana nat- 
ural flow of capital into a couutry is a detri- 
ment to it. . 

Capital will thrive best where there is 
unanimity of opinion, aud identity of inter- 
est between both the capitalist and the bor- 
rower. And, as | before remarked, the fact 
that the borrower is compelied to pay the 
tax upon the mortgage interest proves a 
constant source of irritation between both 
parties. The constant attempt of both par- 
ties to put the payment of the tax upon the 
other, and the constant hegiléét of 
sious, as we have heretofore shown, a fail- 
ure by both parties to pay the tax, which re- 
sults in criminations and recriminations, 
and adds to the intensity of a sentiment ex- 
istent in California antagonistic to capital- 
ists. This is a sentiment which exists 
throughout the United States, in a greater 
or less degree, in certain localities at all 
times, Itis a sentiment which is akin to 
socialism and communism, and it is a senti- 
ment which appears with greater in- 
tensity at certain periods in our 
history, and then fora time lies dormant. 
But it is a sentiment. which we are justified 
in saying is never absent and which but 
needs the occasion to fan itinto life. It is 
a sentiment which is much to be deprecated 
because it is inimical to the interests of the 
whole country; for, as I have said before, 
the absence of capital from apy country 
means a death to its prosperity, and. wher-. 
ever sentiment tends to drive capital out of 
the country, by so wuch does it cripple the 
very people who need it most. This senti- 
ment it should be the object of ail true 
lovers of country to remove. 

Another bad feature connected with this 
subject is that it involves the habitual vio-

It is an in- 
teresting thing in Distory to watch the ten- 
acity with which aonie cling to an ex- 
ploded principle. popular will Is very 
obstinate. seems that ten years of opera- 
tion under this geAsure has not yet been 
sufficient to obtain its repeal; nevertheless, 
the indications are all that the forces neces- 
sary to obiain its repeal are at work. Pre- 
liminary tothe assembiage of the present 
Legisiature, the newspapers of the ‘State 
contained many interviews with prominent 
citizens requesting the views of the person 
approached as to what he would consider 
the most beneficial measure that could be 
passed bythe present Legislature, and the 
consen3us of opinion was that tie repeal of 
the measure under con$fderation would be 
most beneficial to the State. It is true that 
a measure was introduced in the Senate 
looking toward the eccomplishment of this 
end, but it was defeated. Yet 1 would not 
for that reason feel discouraged, or have 
you feel discouraged, because it is very 
certain that California will follow the lead 
of such other States as have tried this pro- 
vision, and will in time effect its repeal. 
And, moreover, this repeal will be brought 
about, as 1 predict, not through any efiurts 
made by capitalists themselves, but simply 
because the people, upon sober consideration, 
will come to the conclusion after a test of, 
the matter, that the objects endeavored to 
be obtained by said measure, cannot be ac- 
complished by legislation. ‘There are laws 
regulating the economics of a nation which 
are as fixed and uvalterabie in their opera- 
tion as are the laws of gravitation. lt has 
been demonstrated overand over again in 
the history of all civilized communities that 
any attompt made to pass a measure in op- 
position to these laws is as impracticable to 
accomplish that result as would bean en- 
actment by the Legisiature of the State of 
California to suspend the laws that govern 
electricity. You cannot legislateto make 


an ipferior metal more valuable than 
asuperior. You cannot legislate prosper- 
ity into acountry if you pass enactments 


contrary to the laws of finance, which gov- 
ern the properrel. tion between capital and 
labor. You cannot pass an arbitrary enact- 
ment which wili be a gauge of the demands 
and necessities of menin timesto come. 
Legislatures have again and again enacted 
usury laws, ali of which have been more 
easily evaded than they were passed, and 
the experience under the provision of the 
new constitution which calls forthe taxa- 
tion of mortgages, and by means of which 
it was endeavored to compel the morgagee 
to pay the tax, was in adirect violation of 
one of these laws of finance, and is as we 


have all known, completely  over- 
come, ~ and by its evasion 
a technical law ef the statute is 
broken, nevertheless a higher law 


of finance is followed whicn is so plainly 
understood to be right, that the evasion of 
the statute broken has the sanction of public 
opinion. In endeavoring to secure the repeal 
of this measure it is our duty to use only such 
arguments as show the disinterestedness of 
the matter from the standpoint of a capital- 
ist, being careful pot to arouse that latent 
sentiment in a community which, upon 
every possible occasion, deciares itself. in- 
imical to capitalists, Out by couservative 
and moderate statements to show thle real 
sufferer under the law, that he has been 
mistaken in his realization of the benefits 
anticipated.

and Matranga; and failing to agree 
upon a verdict as to the other three— 
Polizze, Monastero and Scaffedi. As 
the verdict was read each pris- 
oner in the courtroom turned to the 
person next to him and there was an 
audible expressions of surprise and 
dissatisfaction. ‘The deputies, how- 
ever, immediately suppressed the 
poise and then Judge Baker ordered 
the jury discharged and tbe prisoners 
to be remanded, as there was atill an- 
other charge against themin connec- 
tion with the same case. 

The jurors refused to discuss with 
reporters what hud happened in the 
jury room. When the jurymen reached 
the street they were hootéd at by a 
crowd which had already learned of 
the verdict. 

Indignation over the verdict is gen- 
eral. There is another indictment 
against the accused, but it is for lesser 
offense and as it concerns the same 
transaction the district attorney will 
have to enter a noille prosequi. 

There has been a mass-meeting of 
citizens called for tomorrow morning 
and it calis for men to come prepared 
to carry out what justice failed to do. 
It is signed by about one hundred 
leading citizens.

Jobn Herse, a Bohemian correspond- 
ent who went to investigate the alleged 
ill-treatment of Hungarians on the 
Elkham extension in West Virginia, 
arrived here today.

The 
men were compelled to walk the entire 
distance, sixty miles, wading creeks 
and rivers, with only crackers 
to eat. report of their 
escape and capture, being brought 
back aud whipped, is true and 
was not denied by the foreman of 
the works. They live in log shanties 
with only bread to eat. 

After three months work, they are in 
debt to contractors $8.27 each. Herse 
secured their release.

A Brief Sketch of the Life and Work of 
Robert William Bell, Retiring Grand 
Master of Canadian Odd Fellows—From 
Other Societies. 


Says The Dominion Odd Fellow: 

Robert William Bell, M. D., Peter- 
borough, who during the past year has 
filled the important position of grand tpas- 
ter of the grand lodge of Ontario, is a na- 
tive of Carleton Place, Lanark county, 
where he was born in 1851. In 1870 he en- 
tered McGill college, Montreal, graduat- 
ing in medicine in 1873. He practiced sev- 
eral years in Carleton Place, and in 1876 
removed to Peterborough. He is an en- 
thusiastic volunteer, holding the position 
of major of the Fifty-seventh battery, 
Peterborough Rangers. 

His Odd Fellow record begins in Jannu- 

ry, 1874, when he became a member of 
Stella lodge No. 125, Carleton Place, at its 
institution. He joined Brock encampment, 
Brockville, the fol- Sar 
lowing year, and 
is at present P. C. 
P. of Hiawatha 
encampment No. 
66, Peterborough. 
He was elected to 
represent the 
above lodge at the 
grand sessions of 
1876, St. Cath- 
arines, and he was 
at that time ap- 
pointed grand 
chaplain, inwhich "OBERT W. BELL. 
capacity he attended the next session in 
Belleville. Having removed to Peter- 
borough he joined Peterborough lodge No. 
111 in May of 1878, but subsequently with- 
drew and assisted in the resuscitation of 
Otonabee lodge No. 13 in 1882, visiting the 
grand lodge in Toronto that year to suc: 
cessfully present the petition for that pur- 


pose. 

Dr. Bell attended the grand lodge as rep- 
resentative of Otonabee lodge in 1883, ’84 
and ’85, serving every year on important 
committees. In 1885 he was appointed 
grand marshal. In this capacity he at- 
tended the grand lodge in London in 1886. 
In 1887 he was again elected representative 
of Otonabee lodge, and in grand lodge he 
was elected grand warden; in 1888 deputy 
grand master, and in 1889 grand master. 

It will be seen that Dr. Bell has been an 
active and energetic Odd Fellow. He has 
served the grand lodce nearly every year 
since 1876 either upon the most important 
committees or as a grand officer, and his 
present high position may be justly re- 
garded as a recognition of his abilities and 
active interest in the promotion of the wel- 
fare of the order. 

The highly satisfactory manner in which 
Dr. Bell has discharged the onerous duties 
of grand master proves him to be 
of executive ability, and now that he is 
about to make way for his successor his 
brethren throughout the jurisdiction have 
nothing but kind words and hearty good 
wishes. May he long live to aid in the 
advancement of the best interests of Odd 
Fellowship, and to wear the merited hon- 
ors so heartily conferred on him by the or- 
der in Ontario!

The Ontario street car has probably 
caused more comment than any display in 
the room, and simply because the dummy 
horses that are supposed to draw the car 
are standing on a platform in the rear, with 
their heads facing the car, 

Eastern peopie are not alone in trying to 
solve thé this-car, for 
there are mauy ira Los Angeies who have not 
visited- the beautiful littie§ city of 
Ontario, and of course could not have taken 
arideon this odd street-car line. Aftér 
the first day or two the managers of the On- 
tario display saw that it would be necessary 
to put a good talkerin charge of the car, 
and notwithstanding the fact that he is 
guaranteed to talk at the rate of 120 wordsa 
minute for forty-eight hours, he is about 
piayed out, and thought seriously yesterday 
of calling in an assistant or two. His ex- 
planation, which he has trimmed and 
pruned until it is as short as possibie, is to 
the effect that the Ontario street-car 
line runs up to the foothills over 
a very steep «rade, and it es 
a pretty good pair of horses to get it up the 
bill, orpeeiants if there is any kind of a 
load. When the horses reach the hill end 
of the road they «are tired out and as the 
grade is steep enough to turn the car loose 
and let itrun down to town without the as- 
sistance of horses, the animais are not 
needed on the return trip. A kind-hearted 
man, who saw them trotting along behind 
the car one day, conceived the idea that 
they might as well ride down, and a light 

latform was built for eath car and the

It took 
tiem many yearsto construct the church, 
but wheu they once made up their minds to 
est blish a mission, no power under the sun 
Was strong enough to cause themto aban- 
don their work,

dirt building is still standing?” said a vis-

The Evidence in the Crumb 
Case All In. 


STORIES TOLD ON THE STAND. 


Mrs. Calvert Gives Her Side of the 
Affair—Divorce Day in Depart- 
ment Three--General 
Court News. 


All the evidence in the Crumb adultery 
case is now in, The taking of testimony 
was concluded yesterday, and court ad- 
journed until Monday at 10 o’ciock. Then 
the argument will commence, and Monday 
afternoon the question as tu whether or not 
Crumb is guilty will be given to the jury to 
decide. 

Yesterday morning a number of wit- 
nesses for the defense were . examined. 
Some of them did sowe very tail and able- 
bodied swearing. For instance, Mrs. Sadie 
Tibbetts, the wife of Nannie Caivert’s 
brother, swore that during the entire week 
from January 3 to January 10, that Nanbdie 
staid at Mrs. Morgan’s lodging-house, she 
slept with her every night. Yet Mrs. Mor- 
gan swore that sbe never saw Mrs. iva 
‘Tibbetts in her house at any time. 

In the afternoon A. McGrath, engineer of 


Engine Company No. 5, testified that Crumb 


was a member of that compaly, 48 call 
man. ‘The roll-caltof the company for the 
month of January was introduced in evi- 
dence. It went to show that during certain 
nights of that month, when Crumb is alleged 
to bave been with Mrs. Caivert, he re- 
sponded to fire calls aud was at the engine 


house, 

The lst witness to be examined for the 
defense was Naunie Calvert herself. 
Nannie took the stand and twid the story of 
ber adventures from December 31 last 
down to January 28. She reiated the whoie 
in a very gvod styie, but frequently bad to 
stop and rest to prevent herseif from break- 
ing down. art 
She swore that at present she resided at 
the County Jail although that was not her 
permanent resideuce. Isaac Calvert was 
her busvband. She knew William Crumb 
and was acquainted with him during the 
month of Janusry. 

On December 31 last she went to Santa 
Monica to attend a ball, She did not re- 
turn at once because she was afraid that 
her husband, Isaac Colvert, would beat and 
sirike ber a3 be had done on numerous prior 
occasions. 

'On Saturday, January 3, she returned to 
Los Angeles. Un the street she met Crumb. 
He asked ber why she did not go bowe, but 
he forgot to ask himself why he did not go 
home to his wife and three chiluren who 
wanted for the mée€cessaries of life. 
Anyway, Nannie told him, so 
she swore, that she could not go home on 
account of her husband. She told him also 
that she was going t© tnake ber own living. 

Crumb found out that she had no money, 
go she said, and took her to a lodging-house 
and paid $2 tor a rvom for her for one week. 
This true philanthropist aiso agreed to 
teach ber to play the base violin so that 
she could make her living piaying at 
dances. 

In fact, Nannie swere that Crumb became 
so interested in ‘ber that he went witb her 
to Mrs. Morgan’s lodging-house, and there 
secured a rou for her, Not content with 
this, he would come there every night dur- 
ing the week that she was there and prac- 
tice with heron the base violin, ia order 
that she might become proficient. 

Saturday evening, January 3., the first 
day she went to Mrs. Morgan’s house, she 
went«down about7 p.m. tohersister’s and gut 
sowe cietbes. Her sister-in-law, Mrs. Sadie 
Tibbetts was there and she said that she 
was afraid to sieep in ber room alone. She 
therefore asked Mrs. Tibbetts to go and 
sieep with her and she consented to do so 
and did. Nauvie Was positive that every 
bight during the entire week that she 
stayed inthe room ber sister-in-law slept 
with ber. Sbe swore that she bad toid Mrs, 
Morgan that she had run away from her 
busband and she did not wantanything said 
about her being there, Mrs. Morgan asked 
her if Crumb was ber husband, and she had 
emphatically told ber no, 

During the week that she was atthe 
lodgiug-house Nannie swore that she was 
constantly endeavoring to secure work, aud 
that finaily she did getajob at the Trans- 
continental Hotel at Colton, waiting on 
table. On Saturday, the 10th of January, 
she left for Coiton to fill her new position. 
During the seven days previous to this 
Nannie denied positively that oo 
Crumb and herself bad ever occupied the 
game couch at the same time. 

Nannie’s Coiton job proved too much for 
her. Ihe labor of rustiing food for tne 
guests of the lranscontinental was too 
arduous, and she therefore decided to re- 
sign her position toreturn to Los Angeles 
and take her chances with Crumb and the 
violin study. Ste staid at Coltoh ons week 
and on Saturday, the 17th of January, came 
back to Los Angeles and gut a rvom at Mrs. 
Bricht’s lodging house on South Spring 
street. 

Here she staid until Thursday, the 23d of 
January. During the six days she was at 
the house Calvert called there twice, but 


broke down a door and saw her and Crumb 
ia bed togetber. Crumb was there, how- 
ever, pesrly every evening, practicing with 
her upon the violin. 

On Thursday, January 23, sbe left Mrs. 
Bright’s lodging-house and went to ber sis- 
ter’s house, where she staid untilthe 25in, 
her husband having promised to pay her 
board there. 

These were all the facts brought out by 
Nanpie’s direct examination.

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§LOW WORK AT SACRAMENTO. 


- Yesterday the Legislature took its 
fourth ballot in joint convention. 
The vote resulted in 54 for Estee, 23 
for De Young, 13 for Felton and 12 for 
Blanchard. The Democrats cast their 
complimentary votes, 23 in number, 
for William D. English. The joint 
convention then adjourned until  to- 
morrow. 

They are apparently no nearer a result 
than at the start. Meantime, rumors 
of contemplated bribery become more 
common and ominous.. It seems to be 
generally admitted that any candidate 
could, by the use of money, terminate 
the situation and obtain the seat. But 
how to do it without detection—there’s 
the rub. 

Many legislators are anxious to be 
bribed, several candidates are said to 
be quite willing to bribe them, but they 
are afraid. What a position of affairs! 
Yet they are “all honorable men.” 

It is, at least, something gained that 
the sack has been kept in the back- 
ground thus long, thanks to the few 
just men in Sodom. Let us hope 
that they will prevail to the end and 
give us, by way of a change, a United 
States Senator from California elected 
on merit. 


A BILL THAT NEEDS WATCHING, 


The Examiner calls attention to an- 
other dubious piece of legislation in 
which Assemblyman Bruner is inter- 
esting himself. This is bill No. 210, 
introduced by Mr. Bruner in the As- 
sembly. It is entitled: ‘“‘An act to 
reguiate the preparation, sale, use, fire 
test and inspection of petroleum oils, 
kerosene, gasoline, or any product of 
petroleum by whatever name known, 
which~may be manufactured, offered 
for sale or sold for consumption for 
illuminating purposes within the 
State.” 

On the surface, the bill looks inno- 
cent enough. It provides in the first 
section that the Governor shall appoint 
an inspector of petroleum products for 
each county, whose duty it shall be to 
_ examine all oils offered for sale and re- 
ject alithat are below 1506 fire test. 
The use of avy oils for illuminating 
or heating purposes under 150 fire test 
is made a misdemeanor, punispable by a 
fine not exceeding $100. The inspec- 
tors are remunerated by fees of 25 
cents per barrel, and when one is re- 
packed from bulk a fee of 10 cents per 
package is allowed. To enforce tbis 
act numerous fines and penalties are 
provided. 

Now, here is where the “‘little joker” 
comes iv: The California oil stands a 
fire test of 120. ‘The standard set by 
most Statesof the Unionis 110. If the 
standard is raised from 110 to 150 it rs 
claimed that the California companies 
will have to go out of business, and 
what promises to be a formidable rival 
of the Standard Oil Company will ‘be 
removed. 

T. J. Cochrane of the Union Oil 
Company said to an Examiner reporter 
in reference to this meusure: 


It would ruin every company in Califor- 
nia and Kiilan industry which left alone 
will be one of the most important in Cali- 
fernia within ten years. ‘Ine surface indi- 
cationsof petroleum are more general here 


then in any other State of the Union. Not! 
even Pennsylvania presents so large an | 


area. Someday, if weare left alone, we 
shall find the math deposits and California 
will become the oil State of the Union. If 
this Bruner biil should pass, however, the 
“Standard Vil Company would have a virtual 
monopoly of the business, and the oil indus- 
try of this State would be gone. 
The people would be the sufferers. Look 
at the provisions of this infamous bill. It 
rovides a fee of 10 cents per package for 
nspection. Atl our of] comes in ten-gallon 
cases; that adds icent per gallon for in- 
spection. We import now 15,000,000 gal- 
lous yearly, which would give the inspect- 
Ors $150,000 in fees. Uf this amount the 
San Francisco inspector alone would come 
in for about $50,000—equal to the salary of 
the President of the United States. The 
cousumer would have to pay not only this 
l cent per gallon more,.but he would be 
eompelied to parchase a high-priced eastern 
oil in place of the cheaper home product. 
We are making oi! of 120 fire test, 
which is ten degrees above the test required 
in most States, and no oil that will stand a 
110 test has been known to explode. It is 
perfectly safe at that. 


The Standard Oil Company is with- 
out exception the wealthiest, most 
powerful and aggressive corporation in 
the country. It hesitates at nothing to 
secure itsends andcrush out opposi- 
tion, It could well afford tospend 
large sum of money to put such a bill 
as this through. 

Mr. Bruner’s Assembly Bill No. 210. 
should be carefully watched.

ber. On the previous day a jury had 
' brought in a verdict of not guilty as to 
six of the accused, and had failed to 
agree Upon verdict as to the other 
three. This caused much indignation, 
Lynching is not to be excused, but it 


The action of the New Orleans men 
had its origin in two cauges—the 
laxity of our immigration Jaws and the 
laxity of our courts of justice. The 
Mafia, a society of professional assas- 
sins, whose headquarters is in Sicily, 
issaid to be more powerful in New 
Orleans than in apy other city in the 
United States. That a community 
should chafe under such a curse is not 
remarkable, or that it should be driven 
to desperation by the failure of justice 
to work through the ordinary chan- 
nels. In this city, we have had all too 
many instances of late of the facilty 
with which guilty men can slip through 
the meshes of the law. Unless there 
is a feform in this direction, it is to be 
feared that illegal acts such as that 
committed at New Orleans yesterday 
will increase in frequency. This affair 
will, it is to be hoped, call renewed 
and special attention to the need of 
reform in our immigration laws. The 
line must be drawn somewhere. Let 
us draw it at professional assassins, 
to begin with. 


THE WINE INDUSTRY, 


The outlook for the California wine 
industry is a bright one, according to a 
circular just issued by Fred W. Hayne, 
a commission merchant of New York. 
The whole production of California 
wines from 1887 to 1890 amounted to 
57,000,000 gallons. ‘This, added to the 
stock on hand in California, on De- 
cember 31, 1886, estimated at 10,000,000 
gallons, gives a total of 67,000,000 gal- 
lons. The exportofthe country from 
1887 to December 31, 1890, amounted 
in round numbers to 31,000,000 gallons. 
It is estimated that the home market 
consumed at least 15,000,000 gallons. 
This gives a total of 46,000,000 


‘gallons, which would leavé in thé 


cellars of the growers and dealers 
in California on December 31, 1891, 
21,000,000 gallons. Estimating the 
increased consumption at 1,00(,000 
gallons, the additional home consump- 
tion at 600,000 gallons, our average 
yearly consumption will be about six- 
teen million gallons, which will leave 
5,000,000 gallons on hand for ageing. 
This estimate proves that our con- 
sumption at the present time is nearly 
equal to the production. Under the 
most favorable circumstancee our out- 
put cannot possibly increase for at 
least five or six years, even should 
planting receive an impetus in 1891, 
which, owing tothe present low price 
of wines, is not probable. 

If our consumption increases in the 
future as it did in 1890, we shall rapidly 
exhaust the surplus stock in the hands 
of growers and dealers. 

All the statistics gathered go to 
prove that the grower will enjoy an 
era of increased prosperity for at least 
the next four or five vears. 


MEXIco will makea grand display 
at the World’s Fair.

AT SACRAMENTU. 


Skirmishing for Advantage 
Along the Line. 


THE MYSTERIOUS MR. JOHNSTON 


The Federal Brigade Out in Force— 
Democratic Programme—Possli- 
bility of a Combination Be- 
tween Estee and Felton, 


The Sacramento correspondent of 
the Stockton Mail writes as follews to 
his paper under date of March 11: 

This Senatorial contest is a go-as- 

ou-please race sure, enough. In ‘the 

aliot taken in the Assembly today 
twelve names were placed in nomina- 
tion. Inthe Senate, however, there 
were but half that number. Of course 
the balloting was a mere tormality and 
did not in any way partake of the 
nature of a test. 

The arrangements of the Democratic 
minority are likely to cut a very im- 
portant figure in thig contest. Today, 
aa fixed up in caucus, the Democrats 
voted for Ostrom; tomorrow they will 
vote for Goucher, and on the next ballot 
for James V. Coleman. After that they 
will be foot-loose, but it looks to me as 
if they will make a combination, and, 
by standing as a unit, might become 
the balance of power and dictate the 
election of a Senator. It is said that 
De Young’s chief reliance for success 
is 1m securing the solid Democratic 
vote, if he can effect the right kind of 
arrangements for enough Republican 
votes to inake the combination fit in. 

Estee and Felton are taking this 
quietly, nor is there as yet on be- 
half of either of them any indica- 
tion of the presence of the much- 
talked-of and long-looked-for sack. 
De Young stays in his rooms the 
greater part of the time, where the 
cork of the ‘‘Pomeroy Sec’’sis in con- 
stant agitation for all comefs. 

The Federal brigade is hbre in con- 
siderable force, ostensibly @recting the 
Senatorial fight. They are not a unit, 
and there is no E Pluribus Unum 
about them. A Felton ‘faction is led |. 
by that battle-scarred hero of the late 
unpleasantuess, Col. John B. Jackson, 
United States Sub-Treasurer at San

THE KAISER TALKS. 


A Little Speech to Delegates 
of Alsace-Lorraine. 


He Denies Their Petition, Bat Pats 
Them on the Back. 


The Missing Steamer Susvia Arrives 
Safe in Port. 


Death of Windthorst, the Catholic 
Leader in the-Reichstag—Re- 
markable Scene During 
His Last Moments.

BERLIN, March 14.—(Copyright,1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.) 
A deputation consisting of members of 
the Alsace-Lorraine Parliament was 
given an audience by Emperor Will- 
iam today. His Majesty received the 
deputation in full state, The leaders 
of the deputation read a petition, and 
the document was then deposited at 
the foot of the throne. Addressing 


the deputation, the Emperor said: 

It is a source of satistaction that the 
Provincial committee eas applied directly 
to mé a question of tne first importance and 
interest to Alsace-Lorraine. perceive in 
this fact valuable evidence of increasing ap- 
probation of the favor and sympathy 
shown by me in the progress of our country. 
I also willingly accept your assurances that 
the people of Alsace-Lorraine will continue 
to take their stand on the ground ef the 
legal order of things and that they will re- 
ject any interference on the part ofa forelga 
element and oniy luok to the empire to pro- 
tect their interests. In tendering you my 
thanks for this et ae of your loyalty, 
I regret to be unabie for the presené to com- 
ply with your wishes in regard to relaxation 
of the passport system in Alsace-Lorraine. 
1 must confine myself to the expression of 
the hope thatthe date is not far distaut 
when it will be permissable to again grant 
facilities for intercourse on the western 
frontier of your province. This hope 
will be the earlier realized the more 
the people of Alsace-Lorraine become 
convinced of the indissolubility of the ties 
uniting them with Germany, and the more 
strongly they prove by their deeds their 
resolution at all times to stand faithfully 
and unflinchingly by me and the em- 
piré. 

The Emperor afterward gave a pri- 
vate audience to Herr Schlumberger, 
president of the deputation. He made 
keen inquiries as to his views regard- 
ing the progress of the attempt to Ger- 
manize the province, 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press Dr, Otto, 
secretary of the deputation, said that 
sinee 1888 Alsace Lorraine had been 
rapidly becoming more friendly 
with Germany. ‘The people 
lieved the province should cease 
be treated as 2a conquered 
country. Their expectations had been

stringent passport regulations had 
fallen like a thunderbolt. Neverthe- 
less, the Emperor was extremely 
popular and had won the complete 
confidence of the Alsatians, who, being 
Germans, would soon be reconciled 
with Germany. The people of Lor- 
raine still remain hostile. They 
were Celts and stillin sympathy with 
the French. 

Rénewal of friendly relations ~be- 
tween the Emperor and Prince Bis- 
marck approaches a certainty. The 
Emperor will visit Kiel at the end of 
the month and proceed thence to Al- 
tona, where he wili review the Ninth 
Army Corps. Waldersee on a recent 
visit to Friedrichsruhe, conveyed a 
request from the Emperor to meet 
Bismarck at Altona. Bismarck has 
not yet given assent to resumption of 
direct communications with the Em- 
peror. 

Bismarck, replying to the electors of 
Geestmumde as to the candidacy of the 
Reichstag states that he will accept, 
but reserves the right to refuse if the 
majority returning him is not sufli- 
cient. The Socialists will oppose him. 
President Herr Levetzow of the 
Reichstag, in announcing the death of 
Dr. Windstkorst, pronounced an 
eulogy upon the dead statesman, ex- 
tolling his acumen, unceasing activity 
and personal influence on all sides of 
the house. Hedeclared that scarcely 
any one would be so missed in the 
Reichstag as Dr. Windthorst.

DR. WINDTHORST DEAD. 

His Last Utterance a Speech In 

Behalf of -the Jesuits. 

BERLIN, March 14.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.} Dr. Ludwig Wind- 
thorst, parliamentary leader of the 
Catholic party in Prussia, died at 8:15 
this morning. He was born January 


17, 1812. 


Dr. Windthorst at midnight was 
merely able to whisper replies to inqui- 
ries as to his condition. Suddenly, 
bowever, his voice returned, ard he evi- 
dently imagined that he was in the 
Reichstag. Dr. Windthorst delivered 
an impassioned address in favor 
of tbe abolition of the law ex- 
pelling the Jesuits from Germany. 
The veteran leader’s voice, while he 
delivered the address, could be clearly 
heard through three rooms. He never 
spoke after having concluded his re- 
marks upon this bill. 

In the Reichstag today President 
Levetzow delivered a most affecting 
eulogy upon Dr. Windthorst.

DESTROYED BY FIRE, 


A COSTLY CONFLAGRATION AT 
, SYRACUSE, N. Y, 


Several Fine Buildings Reduced to 
Ashes—-One Man Burned to 
Death—Losses Will Ag- 
gregate $1,000,000,

Syracuse (N. Y.,) March 14.—[By 
the Associated Press.| Syracuse was 
visited by a tremendous conflagration 
today. The first show of fire was at 
6:30 o’clock, and in less than half an 
hour the Hogan block was destroyed. 
While the fire was spreading in all di- 
rections, Fire Chief Riley quickly saw 
that the tbreatened conflagration. was 
too great for his apparatus to fight. 
He wired to Utica, Rome and Oswego 
to send relief, and he had hardly done 


so when the danger was. sud- 
denly doubled. Fire and smoke 
burst without warning from 


the top of Roscoe Bros.’ five-story 
blocks away. A flying brand from 


and before the already overworked fire- 
men could send relief the flames were 
beyond control. 

The crowds of people running to 
West Fayette street were appalled to 
see the fire rapidly spreading in Ros- 


playing upon it. At 8:30 o’clock a 
fierce conflagration was raging in the 
two upper floors of the Yates block, 
and was rapidly making its way around 
the Montgomery-street corner. The 
buildings soon collapsed, and a man 
who had been seen trying to save fur- 
niture undoubtedly perished. 

From the Vanderbilt House ana old 
and new Montgomery Flats people 
rushed in all stages of dress. Bedding, 
furnjture und cooking utensils were 
bustled out of rooms, only to be entan- 
gied in the meshes of arres. 
drove through the crowds recklessly in 
order to get goods from the houses. 
About 90’clock Oswego’s relief came 
by special train, having made the run 
from Lamsons, nineteen miles, in 17. 
Half an hour later the Utica 
engine, with hose cart and a company 
of firemen, came in and began playing 
on the Washington-street fire. The 
flames, urged on by a gale, were 
checked by the firemen, and two loco- 
motive fire engines from the Central 
shops were sent to the Vanderbilt cor- 
ner. They saved the hotel. At noon 
the fires were under control.. —_- 

_ The aggregate of losses is estimated 
at $1,000,000, with an insurance of at 
least that sum.

LAW HAD FAILZ@DO. 
Causes ofthe Popular Uprising and 
Ghastly Tragedy. 

NEW ORLEANS, March 14.—|By the 
Associated Press.) The following is 
given aé a clear statement of the actu- 
ating cause which led to the tragedy 
enacted this morning: On October 1, 
1890,about 11 o’clock at night, D. C. 
Henneagy, Chief of Police of New Or- 
leans, Maile going from his oiffice to 
his home was waylaid and shot 
to pieces by a band of .Ital- 
jan assassins armed with such 
Viunderbusses as could -G@mld only have 
been made and used for the purpose of 
ussussination. Indignation and ex- 
citement was such that mob law aud 
jyncbing were about to be resorted to. 
‘Lhe entire community felt that in an 
endeavor to reach the guilty parties 
innocent Italians might be sacrificed. 
To allay excitement and assist the cdn- 
stituted authorities, the Mayor of the 


representative citizefis to take 
charge of the investigations and 
to aid in the trial and  con- 
viction of the assassins. This measure 
arrested violence. The committee 
entered upon the work and at a mass 
meeting subsequently held in front oi 
the City Hall, the actions of the com- 
mittee were ratified and they were 
encouraged to continue their labors to 
seenre prosecution and a trial in the 
courts, 

AiverF months of preparation and a 
trial which continued three weeks, 
and in which distinguished counse: 
assisted the able district attorney, the 
jury, charged with having been bribed 
and corrupted, in the face of the es- 
tablished guilt, rendered a verdict 
of mistrial as to three assassins, 
Scaffedi, Monatro and Pollitz—and ac- 
quitted three assassins, Macheca, 
Marebesi and Bagnetto. Three more 
were on trial and were acquitted be- 
ciuse of insuflicient evidence, these 
— Matranga, Incordona and the 
boy Marchesi. 

The acquittal of Macheca, the chief 
conspirator, and of Marchesi and Bag- 
netto, and the mistrial as to Pallitz, 
Seaffedi and Monstro fell like 
« thunderbolt upon the community 
acd impressed law-abiding citizens 
with a conviction that the laws had 
been violated; thet the verdict invited 
assassination and the engrafting of 
the Italian mafia upon American insti- 
tutions. The feeling grew strong that 
for self-preservation the people must 
assume the authority which they had 
delegated to the courts and which the 
courts were powerless to enforce. This 
feeling increased until it found ventin 
the mass-meeting this morning at 10

Why They Do Not Lay. 
{Farm and Fireside.| 

Readers write us and state that with 
the hens in full health, combs bright 
and indicating vigor, feed given regu- 
larly, houses kept ciean and everything 
kept favorable, no eggs are received, 
and they ask: ‘Why do not the hens 
lay?’’?. It would be difficult to attempt 
to give areason or reasons. No two 
flocks are alike; breeds differ, condi- 
tions vary, and even individual char- 
acteristics have no relation each 
other. Overfeeding is the most fruit- 
ful, and lack of exercise comes next. 
The great gray lice that prey on the 
skin of the heads and necks, and which 
cannot be seen unless by aclose search, 
work as industriously in winter as in 
summer. A small crack iu the wal! ot 
the poultry-house, or a top ventilator, 
that permits the fowls totake cold 
from draughts, will cause a loss of 
eggs. We have found, however, that 
fowls are mostly too fat. They may not 
appear so, and some will not admit the 
the fact, but when killed and dressed 
for the table the result of heavy feed- 


should be to diet the fowls, not to re- 
duce them to a starvation point, but to 
a condition for work.

that it contains more nutrition, but 


given the hens are tempted to eata 
larger proportion than should be the 
case. The giving of soft food leads to 
overfeeding and impairs the digestion. 
It also supplies the wants of the fowl 
more readily than bard food, and so 
completely satisfies it that the induce- 
ment to work and scratch (so essential 
to the health and the thrift of the 
fowl) is lessened. Then, there is the 
fact that when giving soft food the 
pouliryman, by mixing several kinds, 
is liable to give more of one kind than 
may be needed, while with bard grains 
the fowls have a greater privilege of 
selection of that which they prefer; 
but with mixed soft food they must eat 
everything of which it is composed— 
all or none—and tbereby surfeit them- 
selves. Itis proper to give soft food, 
so as to feed some needed substances, 
but we believe three times a week suf- 
ficient. Give whole grain, and scatter 


}it far and wide, or mix it with litter, 


thus compelling each hen to bunt and 
scratch for all she receives, which will 
keep her in health and promote egg 
production.

the devilish deed the murderer, with 
his hands all reeking with blood, and 
the soles of his shoes smirched like- 
wise, reached his horse, which was 
tied near (the gate leading into the 
farm-yard, and disappeared in the 
darkness. The body was discovered 
the following morning and an inquest 
was held, but for lack of evidence the 
jury was unable to charge any particu- 
lar person with the murder. 

The bloody deed caused great excite- 
ment throughout the county, and sev- 
eral rewards were offered to apprehend 
the murderer. 

Why anyone should murder Ivett 
was as much of a mystery as the crime 
itself. Suspicion began to reston the 
brother-in-law of deceased, August 
Olsen, and the cause of the murder was 
guessed at. 

Ivett was aman of wealth, his for- 
tune being placed at about $400,000. 
He came over from England when 
quite young, and for nearly forty years 
be has resided in the vicinity of where 
he was murdered. His first wife died 
several years ago, and about three 
years since he married Sophia Olsen, 
sister of the man now accused of 
the murder. Ivett was 70 years 
old and Sophia 17 when _ they 
were married. It wasa bargain end 
sale transaction. Jake Olsen, another 
brother, delivered the goods, by driv- 
ing Sophia, as per request of Ivett, to 
his ranch so. that he (lvett) could see 
her. Aithough against the girl’s posi- 
tive wish, she became engaged, through 
her mother and brother jake, to Ivett. 
The marriage was arranged to come 
off ten days from the date of the first 
meetings Ivett was on hand when the 
marriage bells. should have pealed 
forth happiness. The bride was not 
on hand, however. She 
herself up in her room, and mid tears 
and anguish she refused to be com- 
forted. Her mother, after several 
hours of persuasion, managed to get 
‘her daughter to leave the room and to 
go abead with the marriage, and many 
think that that last act cost the old 
man his life. 

Several interested parties of this 
county, in January last, sent to Los 
Angeles and employed A. B. Lawson, 
the detective. The latter, with 
one of his operatives, has been 
working throughout the county since, 
arriving here over two months ago, and 
from the District Attorney it-is learned 
that they have succeeded in weaving 
about August Olsen a chain of circum- 
stantial and positive evidence, which 
will go hard with the young man. 

After the murder the deceased’s wife 
made application for papers of admin- 
istration upon the estate. She swore 
to an affidavit setting forth the fact 
that there was no living heir except 
herself, and on the strength of such a 
shewing she was readily granted the 
papers. Lawson, however, has suc- 
ceeded in tracing an heir (an only sis- 
ter). Learning that Ivett had often, in 
late years, spoken of a sister in Eng- 
land, the detective worked on the 
slight clew, and finally learned that 
Ivett, at various times in years past, 
bad beard trom a‘sister in Cambridge- 
shire. Of late years, however, it was 
ascertained that the sister had 
ceased writing, and it was supposed 
that she was dead. Theidea of find- 
ing the heir was not given up, though, 
and Lawson laid what facts he pos- 
sessed before C. White Mortimer, the 
British vice-consul located at Los 
Angeles. 

Mr. Mortimer entered into correspond- 
ence with his English agent, and the 
result is that Ivett’s only sister is 
found. She is very old and quite 

r. 
Mr. Mortimer is expected to arrive 
here any day with his power of attor- 
ney, and in a short time thereafter wii] 
produce proofs of identification of the 
newly-found heir. 

Pat Reddy of San Francisco and 
J. C. Campbell of Stockton will assist 
District Attorney Fowler in the prose- 
cution of August Olsen, and it is al- 
leged that the Ivett estate will pay for 
the services of the six attorneys who 
are to defend him.

. Plo Pico’s Suit. 

Los ANGELES, March 14.—[To the 
editor of Tne Times.) In Tue 
Times of yesterday it is stated 
thar as a result of the granting 
ot rehearing in Pico vs. Cobn, 
the ‘ plaintiff may regain the land 
which was taken from bim through 
perjury. There is no warrant for the 
statement that Pico was defrauded, 
except his own declaration. The court 
bas tound otherwise, when the action 
was tried upon its merits, and bas de- 
termined that Pico’s testimony was 
untrue. Now, when. his opponent is 
dead, he seeks to reopen litigation long 
supposed to be terminated. Our 
Superior Court is not peculiar in its 
disregard of Mr. Pico’s testimony. His 
history as a Witness is not flattering. 
Those desiring, may gratify their 
curiosity by reading what was said of 
him by the Supreme Court of the 
United Statesin the following cases. 
Stearns vs United States, 6 Wallace. 
Rep., 590; Luco vs. United States, 23 
Howard, Rep., 541, United States vs. 
Neliegh, 1, Black, Rep., 306. 

Again, you have spoken of this case 
as though Mr. Pico would be the bene- 
ficiary of a decision against Cohn. 
Even if Pico’s view was adopted by the 
courts, bé would be in debt to the de- 
fendant in an amount probably greater 
than the present value of the land. 
But Ides re to call particular atten- 
tion to the fact that the day after this 
suit was instituted he conveyed away 
all of the disputed property. The deed 
is recorded in the County Recorder’s 
office of this county, in Book 586, page 
163, of Deeds. Andonthe same day 
he made an agreement witb bis grant- 
ees, which can be found among the 
same records, Book 26, page 603, of 
Agreements, whereby it was stipulated 
that the land conveyed was held by the 
grantees to secure them for the ex- 
pense of litigation, and to pay moneys 
which might be found due to Cobn, 
and that upon the settlement of the 
litigation they and Picoshould own the 
land, share and share alike; providing, 
however, that before Pico got anything 
his attorneys should be paid an amount 
specified in a written agreement 
which, by the way,is not of record. 
The extent of these fees we do not 
know. The question is, who is really 
interested in thissuit? While we have 
no right to pry into private contracts, 
it is nevertheless, desirabie that we 
should inform ourselves thoroughly on 
this topic. lest perhaps, our sympathy 
might be misapplied.
